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Native Social Workers 



The 1867 British North 
America Act gave responsibility for 
Native people to the federal govern- 
ment The Indian Act of 1867 out- 
lined how that responsibility was to 
be administered. It made Indians 
wards of the Crown and regulated 
them to Third World status. Until 
recently, non-Natives pulled the 
strings on what was best for Native 
people. The Indian Act is paternalis- 
tic because others decide what is best 
for them, without consulting them. 

Despite the serious social 
problems thatNative people live with, 
attempts to improve their lives have 
failed. For too long the Native voice 
has been silent; it is time to speak. 
The fact that social services has 
nothing to help heal Native commu- 
nities is not surprising. The reason is 
because programmes have been de- 
signed by people who live outside 
Native communities and they were 
imposed without consultation Serv- 
ices were administered from the non- 
Native point of view. Consequentiy, 
services were alien to the Native way 
of life. Attempts to improve condi- 
tions on reserves usually met with 
failure. 

Native people have probably 
been studied more than any other 
group in Canada, yet the externally 
controlled studies have done nothing

to answer their needs. Adoption pro- 
grammes provide one example. They 
were aimed at improving living con- 
ditions of Native children and pro- 
viding protection that would increase 
their chances of success. The prob- 
lem in these decisions were made by 
non-Natives who believed they had 
the right to take Native children from 
their own culture. 

Native people on reserves do 
not have the right to self-determina- 
tion and this has serious negative 
social effects. Services lo Native com- 
munities have failed because Native 
people have not had input into their 
design, content and finally their im- 
plementation. This makes pro- 
grammes irrelevant and ineffective. 
Indians must have control over social 
structures that affect them or they are 
not theirs. 

So what is unique about Lau- 
rentian University's Native Social 
Work Program? It is unique because 
it is the fu^t of its kind to be devel- 
oped in Canada. It is unique because 
its development was community 
based - Native community based The 
people setting up the program went 
to the Native community first to see 
whether there was a need for a Native 
social work program or not. This 
meant they started from the ground- 
up, not the usual top-down process. 



A sense of ownership was created. 

The consultation process in- 
cluded 27 Native communities and 
five Indian friendship centres, and 
had the endorsement of the Robinson- 
Huron Chiefs' Council, and the sup- 
port of the Native Human Services 
providers. The school of Social Work 
and Department of Native Studies 
provided direction for the project. 
This insured the integration of main- 
stream social woric with the Native 
point of view on helping. 

Native helping approaches, 
values, and world view are different. 
What tiie Native social work pro- 
gram has that mainstream social work 
doesn't have is the medicine wheel 
and the teaching of the seven grand- 
fathers, also called the Ojibway tra- 
ditional values, incorporated into the 
Social Work Code of Ethics. These 
are crucial to understanding prob- 
lems and issues any people are fac- 
ing. Sometimes, mainstream social 
workers don't understand why some 
Native people are not able to cope 
with their history or the pain they are 
carrying around. It can affect their 
children; maybe children aren't bad, 
it might just be their behaviors. Maybe 
they are expressing their anger at 
their mistreatment. Native people 
need their own program to solve 
their own problems so they can take 
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of their own communities. We have 
our own ways of dealing with our 
people. 

The Honours B.S.W. (Native 
Human Services) programme is ac- 
credited by the Canadian Associa- 
tion for Schools of Social Work. Al- 
most half of the graduates have gone 
on to graduate school (M.S.W.).Can-

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Queer Pedagogy: surrounded & silence

Being a lesbian or gay student is 

what could be described as a "queer" 
experience. That is to say that often 
we feel odd, out-of-place, different, 
suspect. Ofcourse, this is no coinci- 
dence - many people go out of their 
way to show us that to them, being 
queer means all these things and more. 
Dykes and fags at [Laurentian] are 
often the subject of stares, whispers 
and damning comments. And of 
course we are one of the favorite 
subjects for bathroom literature. 

As students, one of the biggest abuses 
we face is in the classroom. It is here 
we learn not so much that queers are 
evil or abnormal, but that we don't 
exist at all. Heterosexuality is not 
only accepted, it is celebrated and 
promoted to the exclusion of all else. 
We are surrounded by straight stu- 
dents, straighter professors, and the 
straightest administrators money can 
buy. From the President's office to 
the teaching assistant's classroom 
there is a long series of decisions 
being made which result in the sys- 
tematic abuse of queer students. We 
end up either silenced completely or 
forced to lie about our sexuality. 

In most courses, lesbian and gay his- 
tory, experience and reahty is not 
addressed - and if by chance it is 
mentioned, it is quickly brushed aside 
in order that the class can get onto 
*more solid ground*. ProfessOTS of- 
ten fear addressing such topics, an- 
ticipating nasty student evaluations 
which may potentially lead to reper- 
cussions at the time of tenure dp- 
pointments. Teachers at [Laurentian] 
who have dared to mention the words 
lesbian and gay in die classroom, 
know well that there will likely be a 
number of complaints to higher au- 
thorities that "all they harp on is ho- 
mosexuals." The result is that the 
issue is ignored completely. 

Even in programs where traditional 
methods of teaching are tossed aside 
in favour of more progressive and 
inclusive ones, lesbian and gay is- 
sues are not only shirked but subju- 
gated by repeated focus on hetero- 
sexuality. Marilyn Frye illustrates 
this point in her article "A Lesbian 
Perspectiveon Women's Studies"by 
presenting the reverse of our current 
reality: 

"Imagine thirty faculty members at a 
large university engaged routinely 
and seriously in the vigorous and 
aggrcssiveencouragementof women 
to be lesbians, helping them to learn 
skiUs and ideas for living as lesbians, 
teaching the connection between les- 
bianism and feminism and between 
heterosexism and sexism, building 
understanding of die agency of indi- 
vidual men in keeping individual 
women in line for the patriarchy. 
Imagine us openly and actively ad- 
vising women not to marry, not to 
fuck, not to become bonded with any 
man. Imagine us teaching lots of 
lesbian literature, poetry , history, and 
art in women's studies courses, and 
teaching out of a politics determined 
by lesbian perception and sensibility. 
Imagine all this going on as actively 



and openly and enthusiastically as 
the program now promotes the search- 
ing out of careers and 'feminist men', 
the development of 'egalitarian mar- 
riages,' and the management of het- 
erosexual sex and the family." 

The program Frye discusses here is 
one of active promotion, if not re- 
cruitment, towards lesbianism. It 
sounds strange and manipulative, but 
frankly, what we have now is active 
recruitment towards heterosexuality. 
The sick irony is that one only has to 
mention lesbians or gays for the 
briefest moment to be accused of 
coming-on to someone, or hating 
straights, or recruiting to "homosexu- 
ality", or being just generally fucked 
up. Meanwhile, we are not only 
ignored in the classroom, but in fact 
coerced to recognize heterosexuality 
as the only legitimate way of life and 
expression of sexuality. 

Educators, of cours, have a respon- 
sibility to challenge the thoughts of 
those sitting in the classrooms. This 
becomes increasingly difficult, how- 
ever, when deans, chairs and those on 
the [eleventh] floor, do not give a 
fuck whether queer students have a 
comfortable environment to learn in 
and refuse to show solid support for 
teachers who discuss lesbians and 
gays. Professors and TAs, knowing 
the repercussions and potential ha- 
tred one faces if labeled queer, and 
realizing the lack of support through- 
out the entire institution, are not will- 
ing to take up die batUe. All this 
presupposes that if given the sup- 
port, a teacher would h^pily engage 
in discussions of queer reality. The 
opposite is generally the case and as 
so, students are encouraged to re- 
main bolted behind the closet door. 
For many, the silence can be as over- 
bearing as the invisibility is safe. 

The 'out' student faces a number of 
unique challenges. The most com- 
mon reaction to the student who re- 
fers to their sexuality is shocked 
silence as both classmates and teach- 
ers alike "wonder if they really meant 
to say that," or if it was a "slip." This 
response is direcdy related to the 
attitude that sexuality is not an issue 
fcH- education but should be delegated 
to the bedroom. Often die entire 
issue is glossed over in an attempt to 
'let' the stu^nt pretend it didn't 
h^pen. More importanUy, it allows 
the rest of the class to pretend the 
same thing. The queer student is 
taught through this process of selec- 
tive hearing that there are only cct- 
tain things that can be addressed 
within the sacred confines of the 
classroom. Queer reality, the one 
which they happen to identify with, 
the one that informs what they learn 
and how they see things is not one of 
them. 

It would be impossible to adequately 
describe the feelings which this treat- 
ment brings out. But imagine for a 
moment if the roles were changed. 
What would it be like for a hetero- 
sexual in a society which was pre- 
dominandy queer? 

You walk into class, just like you 
do every other day wondering if 
there are other straight students 
in there. You figure there must be 
since according to statistics 10% 



of all people are straight. Nobody 
ever talks about straight issues ex- 
cept in terms of this mythical 
"them" or "other." You are sur- 
rounded by queers. Everything 
you read is about queers. Every 
movie you watch in class has only 
queer people talking about their 
lives and problems. Nobody in the 
class has said they are straight, 
probably because they are afraid 
of being stared at, of being treated 
like they ai*e diseased, of being 
thought of as perverted, of being 
called names like "breeder" or 
"het," or perhaps they're afraid of 
just being ignored. For all you 
know you are the only straight per- 
son in the room, and the only one 
who sees your sexuality as loving, 
caring, warm and beautiful. There 
is no one to talk to about it so part 
of you believes everything that they 
say about straight people - even 
though it doesn't feel that it could 
be true. All you know is that you 
have a big secret which can never 
be revealed. You must never be 
caught. Maybe you bide by being 
silent. Maybe you cover up through 
some other method. Whatever 
happens, your classroom experi- 
ence is one of masks and secrets 
and foreign identities. You are in 
aU ways an outsider. 

This is the experience which many 



lesbians and gays, first coming to 
university and expecting a new free- 
dom, endure in isolation. If the 
discrimintory effects of the 
heterosexist classroom continue to 
be ignored, this isolation will con- 
tinue. Ifadministrators and others in 
positions of power and responsibility 
continue to ignore these problems, 
universities will continue to serve 



only a portion of those enrolled. The 
reality is that the magnitude of 
homophobia in the classroom is re- 
flectiveofthedeeply rooted discrimi- 
natory mores of the entire institution. 
Before we can educate others, how- 
ever, we must educate oursel ves. This 
education starts with the premise that 
queers are not the problem ... 
homophobia is the problem. 
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I would like to begin by tops bands there and free

Response to Rallis Review 

Dear Mr, Rallis, 

After reading your review oi Falling Down, I was terribly disappointed. It seems that you 
have missed the point of this movie. The feature does deal with the urban adventure, yet it is far 
more than that. Douglas' character JD-fens, is a man who has stepped over the threshold that 
separates the sane from the insane. The moment where he does take that fateful step, crossing 
over to the other side that few dare acknowledge exists within each of us, is quite apparent when 
watching the movie. This is the pivotal point m the film where it moves from "a ciark allegory" 
to the insight into a crazed human, not "a comic parody." We note the temperamental nature of 
the character. He changes his moods quickly indicating a disturbed psyche. In addition^ the jokes 
that might evolve from the script are completely withm character tor an individual of this type. 
True, we do not know enough about the character to justify this crossing over, but the movie does 
give us some explanations. After an American citizen, who so desperately wants a normal life. 
loses both his job and his family — integral parts of the American Dream that all "good citizens' 
strive for — he cannot help but feel that the whole world has come crashing down around him. 
It is the love for his daughter, and his shattered soul, that drive him to become more destructive, 
a step beyond his original threatening nature. 

Also, your insight mto Duvall's character was incomplete. You failed to mention that he was 
the other side of D-Iens' personality. Each complimented the other. Both were driven by the love 
for their family, namely tneir daughters; nobody paid attention to either men; but, most of all, both 
were reclaiming their lives from a society that was unfair to them. If anything, the element that 
lacked was the execution of Duvall's character. He was not convincing in his role. 

In closing, I would like to say that Schumacher has not only 
directed "teen fare" triumphs, that also propelled Keifer Suther- 
land's acting career, but he has been involved in the creation of 
such films as Dying Young and St, Elmo's Fire, And those are 
feats that are not easily accomplished.

On March 26 and 27, there will be more experts on unemployment 
gathered at Laurentian University that have ever been gathered in one place 
in the country*s history. 

Among the 30 or so speakers at a two-day conference entitled 
"Unemployment: What Is To Be Done?" will be such well known personali- 
ties as Mike McCracken from Infometrica, who regularly comments on the 
subject for the national news, and David Crane, Economics Editor for the 
Toronto Star. Also speaking will be Daniel Drache from York University, an 
advisor to the current government of Ontario; and Pierre Fortin of the 
University du Quebec h Montr^, consultant to Quebec governments. 

In addition, experts from Statistics Canada , and from Universities 
across the counuy ranging from Dalhousie to Simon Eraser, will take the 
podium. 

The sessions will be kicked off by Rick Lymer. Northern Ontario's 
Regional Economist, who will address the prospects of unemployment 
reduction in this region. 

The conference organizer. Dr. Brian MacLean of Laurentian Univer- 
sity's Departmentof Economics, says that such a conference is long overdue. 
"Unemployment is identified time after time as the country ' s major problem, 
to the point that many have given up hope of it ever being solved. It's sort of 
like the weather, people talk about it a lot but they figure not much can be 
done. It is the intention of this conference to address the matter squarely and 
to suggest realistic solutions." 

To make the conference affordable to as many as possible, a modest 
$2 admission fee has been set. although this has been waived for students and 
the unemployed. Registration begins at 8:30 a.m. on Friday March 26 at the 
Eraser Auditorium, Laurentian University;

The carving represents a stylized replica of Loyola's Sword 
embedded in a piece of nickel-copper ore 

The •'Red" Pianosi Award was also presented on that occasion. The recipients were Tanya Fischhofer of 
Porcupine and Jody Lundy of Niagara Falls. Denise Carri^re of Bramlea received an honourable mention. 

The **Red" Pianosi Award was created in 1985 by friends of Mr. A.J. Pianosi in recognition of his great 
contribution tr, so many charitable and voluntary organizations in the area, and particularly to the University of 
Sudbury. It is given to students of the University who have shown real devotion to serving the community. 

The Awards of the Senate were annoimced for the first time. They were 
instituted in 1992 to reward a student's singular achievement in each of the 
programs.
